2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, and IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 12 is either obvious 
over or anticipated by US 2,084,889. Accordingly the special technical feature, initial centering 
module and centering and welding module, does not provide a contribution over the prior art, 
and no single general inventive concept exists.
